New Delhi, the 1st November, 1996 

No. DEL : NDDB— In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec. 48 of the National Dairy Development Board Act, 
1987 (37 of 1987), the Board of Directors in accordance with Sec. 22(5) of the said Act hereby 
makes the following regulations, namely 

1 TITLE 

The Fund shall be called the “National Dairy Development Board Staff Provident Fund’’ and these rules shall 

be deemed to be applicable from 1-11-1995. 

2. DEFINITION 

In these Rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context: 

(a) “Apprentice” means a learner or trainee who may be paid a stipend during the period of training. 

(b) ‘ Basic pay" means all emoluments which are earned by an employee while on duty or on leave or on holiday 
with wages in either case in accordance with the terms of the contract of employment and which are paid or 
payable in cash to him, but does not include :— 

(i) the cash value of any food concession; 

(ii) any dearness allowance, (that is to say, all cash payments by, whatever name called paid to an employee 
on account of a rise in the cost of living), house rent allowance, overtime allowance, bonus, commis¬ 
sion or any other similar allowance, payable to the employee in respect of his employment or of work 
done in such employment; 

(iii) any presents made by the employers; 

(iv) subsistence allowance drawn while under suspension. 

(c) “Board" means the Board of Trustees of the Fund. 

(d) “Children” means legitimate children and includes adopted children; if the Board of Trustees is satisfied that 
under the personal law of the member adoption of a child is legally recognised. 

(e) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the National Dairy Development Board. 

(f) “Continuous Service" for the purpose of this Scheme, means uninterrupted service by the member under the 
National Dairy Development Board and includes sendee which is interrupted by Sickness, Accident, 
Authorised leave, Strike which is not illegal or cessation of work not due to the Employee's fault. 

(g) “Employes” means the National Dairy Development Board. 

(h) “Employee” means, any person who is employed for wages in any kind of work manual or otherwise, in or 
in connection with the work of the NDDB and who gets his wages directly or indirectly from the employer 
and includes any person, (i) employed by or through a Contractor in or in connection with the work of the 
establishment, (ii) engaged as an apprentice, not being an apprentice engaged under the Apprentice Act 
1961 or under the standing orders of the establishment. 

(i) “Family” means: — 

(i) Ih the case of a male member, the wife, children whether married or unmarried, and dependent parents 
of the member and the widow and children of a deceased son of the member. 

Provided that if a member proves that his wife has ceased, under the personal law governing him or the 
customary law of the community to which the spouses belong, to be entitled to maintenance, she shall 
no longer be deemed to be a part of the member's family for the purpose of these rules unless the 
member subsequently intimates by express notice in writing to the 'Board of Trustees' that she shall 
continue to be so regarded; and 

(ii) In the case of female member, her husband, her children, whether married or unmarried, her dependent 
parents, her husband's dependent parents and her deceased son's widow and children. 

Provided that if a member, by notice in writing to the Board of Trustees expresses her desire to exclude 
her husband from the family, the husband and his dependent parents shall no longer be deemed to be 
a part of the member's family for the purpose of these Rules unless the member subsequently cancels in 
writing any such notice; 

Explanation :—In either of the above two cases, if the child of a member (or as the case may be, the 
child of a deceased son of the member) has been adopted by another person and if, under the personal 
law of the adopter, adoption is legally recognised, such a child shall be considered as excluded from 
the family of the member. 

(j) “Financial Year” means the period commencing on 1st of April and ending on 31st March. 

(k) “Fund” means the Provident Fund established under this Scheme. 
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l) "Member" means an employee who is a subscriber to the Fund, 
and shall include, such other persons to whom the NDDB staff 
Provident Fund Scheme may be extended. 

m) "NDDB" means the National Dairy Development Board 

constituted by the National Dairy Development Board Act, 
1987 (37 of 1987). 

n) "Nominee or Nominees" shall mean any person or persons 
nominated by the member in writing, to receive the amount or 
any share of the amount payable to the member from the Fund, 
in the event of member's death before the withdrawal of the 
said amount as per the Rules in Chapter - TIT. 

o) "President" means the President of the Board of Trustees of 
the Fund. 

p) "Secretary" means Secretary of the Trust. 

q) "Scheme." means "NDDB Staff Provident Fund Scheme". 

r) "Trustee" means and includes the Trustees of the Fund for 
the time being. 

3. ESTABLISHMENT OF THF, FUND : 

1) There Hhall be established a fund to he called the National 
Dairy Development Board Staff Provident Fund Scheme, 199fi. 
The Fund shall be vested in the Board of Trustees under the 
existinq instrument of Trust which shall not he revocable 
rave with the consent of all the beneficiaries. 

2) The fund shall consist of - 

(a) subscriptions and accumulations thereof. 

(b) contributions and aocumu1 ations thereof. 

(c) accumlated balance to the credit of each member under 
the National Dairy Development Board Staff Provident 
Fund Scheme. 

(d) interest credited in respect of such subscriptions, 
contributions, accumulations and accumulated balance. 

(e) the balances credited to the Fund under Regulation 10, 
and 

(f) capital gains arising out of the assets of the Fund. 


3A. BOARD OF TRUSTEES TO ADMINISTER FUND : 

1) The Fund shall be administered by the NDDB through a Board 
of Trustees consisting of the following :- 

(a) a President, to he. appointed by the NDDB. 
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(b) Representatives of the NHOH, subject to a minimum of 2 
and maximum of 5, to be appointed by the NIDB. 

(c) Representatives of the employees, subject to a minimum 
of 2 and maximum of 5, to be appointed by the 
President. 

Provided that the number of Trustees on the Board shall be 
not less than five and not more than twelve. 

Also provided that the number of representatives of the NDDB 
and the representatives of the employees shall be equal. 

2) The term of office of every trustee shall be three years, 
commencing from the date of appointment and shall continue 
thereafter till his successor takes office. 

3) The Board of Trustees shall by its resolution appoint one of 
the members appointed as Trustees to be the Secretary of the 
Fund. The Secretary shall have the assistance of such staff 
as the NRDB may from time to time determine, and it shall he 
the duty of the Secretary to convene meetings, keep records 
thereof, take necessary steps to ensure maintenance of 
accounts in a proper way and to carry out the decisions of 
the Roard. 

4) Any employee of the NDDB who is a member of the Fund for not 
less than 2 years and who iR not less than 21 years of age 
may be appointed as a Trustee. 

An outgoing Trustee shall be eligible for re-appointment in 
the manner hereinbefore provided. 

5) A person shall be disqualified For being a Trustee of the 
Roard : 

i) if he is declared to be of unsound mind by a Crnpetent 
Court, or 

i L ) if he has been convicted of an offence involving moral 
turpi ttide, or 

iii) is an undischarged insolvent or 

6) Tn the event of a Trusteeds) ceasing to be a Trustee during 

the tenure of the Board, his successor shall be appointed in 
the irwnner hereinhefore provided. 

Provided that the Trusteed) so appointed shall hold office 
for the unexpired term of the Board of Trustees. 

7) A Trustee ceases to be a Trustee on the Roard, if he - 
i) Ceases to be an employee of the NDDR; or 

i i_) ceases to be a member of the Scheme; or 
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i i.i) incurs any of the disqnal i finations mentioned in the 
Rule 3.5; or 

iv) fails to attend three consecutive meetinqs of the Board 
without ohtaininq leave of absence from the President 
of the Board of Trustees, provided that the President 
of the Board of Trustees may restore him to Trusteeship 
if he i.s satisfied that there were reasonable qrounds 
for such absence; or 

vi) being appointed by the NDDB, his appointment in 
withdrawn by the NDDB, 

8) In cases of any dispute or doubt the matter shall be 
referred to the Manaqinq Director/Chaiman, NDDB, whose 
decision shall be final. 

4. APPOHSTTMKNT OF NFW TRUSTEE OR TRUSTERS ; 

A Trustee of the Board may resiqn his office by a letter in 
writing addressed to the President, Roard of Trustees, and his 
office shall fall vacant from the date on which his resignation 
is accepted by the Roard of Trustees. 

The vacancy so caused in the Roard shall he filled in accordance 
with the provisions of Rule 3 above and on every such appointment 
the Fund shall vest in the continuing and the new Trustees. Such 
Trustees shall hold office uptn the end of the term of the other 
Trustees of Board. 

5. CONTROL OF THE FUND : 

1) The Board of Trustees shall have the entire control of the 

Fund and shall delegate powers t.o the Trustees or officials 
of the establishment for performance of various functions on 
its behalf under these rules and for the pirpose may issue 
such guidelines as they may deem fit. The Roard shall also 
decide all differences and dispites which may arise under 
these rules either as to the interpretation thereof or as to 
the right and obligations of the estab]i.shment and/or of the. 
members and the decision of the majority of the President 

shall be in all cases final and binding on all the parties 

concerned. Tn the event of an equality of votes the Chairman 
shall have a casting vote. Tf any such decision of the 

lioard be deemed prejudicial to the interest of the members, 
the matter shall be referred to the Chairman/Manaqinq 

Director, NDDB, whose decision shall be final. 

2) The Roard of Trustees may renove from offire any Trustee of 
the Roard if in its opinion such Trustee or memtier has 
ceased to represent the interest which he purports to 
represent on the Roard; 

Provided that no such Trustee shall fie removed from the 
office unless a reasonable oppirtunity is given t.o such 
Trustee, of making any representation against, the proposed 
action. 
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3) i) The costs, changes and expenses of administering the 
Fund including maintenance of accounts, audit, 
submission of returns, and transfer of Provident Fund 
accunulations and hank charges shall be borne by the 
National Dairy Development Board. 

ii) The NDDB shall n»ke good any other loss that may be 
caused to the Fund due to theft, burglary, default, 
misappropriation or any other reason. 


MEETINGS 

1) The Board of Trustees shall meet at such place and at such 
time as may be determined in this behalf by the President. 
The President may, whenever he thinks fit, and shall, within 
7 days of the receipt of the requisition in writing from not 
less than three Trustees cal 1 a meeting of the Board. 

2) At least seven clear days' notice of every meeting shall he 
given to all the Trustees and such notice shall set out the 
date, time and place of the meeting and a list of business 
to be transacted thereat; 

Provided that when the President calls a meeting for 
consideration of any matter which in his opinion is urgent, 
any shorter notice given by the President and considered by 
him to reasonable shall be deemed to he sufficient for the 
purpose of this Scheme. 

3) 7he President will preside every meeting of the Board. Tn 
his absence, the Trustees shall elect one of their members 
tn preside over the meeting. 

fiB. QUORUM AND PROCEDURE AT THE BOARD MEETING 

1) No business shal1 be transacted at any meeting of the Board 
unless there are present at such meeting at least three 
Trustees of whom one shall be a trustee appointed under 
clause (b) and one shall be a trustee appointed under clause 
(l)(c) of regulation (3). 

2) Tf at any meetinq the ntxnber of Trustees present is less 
than the requisite quorum, the President shal1 adjourn the 
meeting informing the Trustees of the time and place of the 
adjourned meeting and it shall thereupon, be lawful to 
dispose of the bosinee at such adjourned meeting 
irrespective of the nimber of Trustees present and whether 
atleast one trustee appointed under clause (1)(b) and one 
trustee appointed under clause (l)(c), of regulation (3) are 
present or not. 

3) Every question considered at a meeting of the Board shallbe 
decided by a imjoirty of voteH of the Trustees present, and 
voting, the Present shall have a second or casting vote. 

4) No act or proceedings of the Board shall be deemed to be 
invalid by reason merely of any vacancy or any defect in the 
constitution of the Board or in the appointment of the

President or any Trustee. 

5) The Secretary shall cause the minutes of the proceedings of 
all the meetings of the Board of Trustees and of all 
circular resolutions to be duly entered in a minut ebook to 
be maintained for the purpeoe. All such minutes shall be 
signed by the President of the meeting or in his absence by 
the Present of the next meeting. All minutes pirporting to 
have been so signed shall for all purposes whatsoever be 
prima facie evidence of the proceedings recorded therein and 
of the fact that the meeting was duly and regularly convened 
and held and all proceedings thereat had taken place. 

7. MEMBERSHIP OF THE FUND i 


(a) Every employee employed in or in connection with the work of 
ND0B, shall be entitled and required to become a member of 
the Fund from the date of joining NEOB. 

(b) Every employee on becoming a member shal 1 remain and 
continue to be a msnber until he withdraws his Provident 
Fund accumulations in full from the Fund. 

The membership of the Fund shall be deemed to have been 
terminated from the date the payment is authorised under 
Rule 22 to him by the Trustees irrespective of the date of 
claim. 

(c) FVery employee shall on becoming a member sign a declaration 
in the form set out in Annexure "A". Absence of such 
declaration will not, however, invalidate his irembership. 

(d) Every employee shall become a member of the Fund from the 
date of his joining the NDDB provided he was previously a 
member of a Fund in respect of exempted establishment or of 
a Fund established under the Employees' Provident Fund 
Scheme 1952 and he did not withdraw his Provident Fund 
accumulations. 

(e) If any question arises whether an employee is entitled or 
required to became or continue as member or as reqards the 
date from which he is so entitled or required to beccme a 
member the decision thereon of the Chairman/MD, NDDB shall 
he final. 

fi . DECLARATION BY PERSON TAKING UP FMPTjQYMEm 1 AFTER THE FUND HAS 

BEEN ESTABLISHED : 


The NIDR shall before taking any person into employment ask him 
to submit, declaration in the form prescribed in Annexure M R", 

9. NOMINATION : 


a) Every member shall as soon as may be after joining the Fund 
make a nomination in the form set out in Annexure "C", 
conferring the right to receive the amount that may stand to 
his credit in the Fund in the event of his death before the 
amount standinq to his credit has become payable or where 
the amount has become payable before payment has been made. 
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b) A member nay in his nomination distribute the amount that 
nay stand to his credit in the Fund amongst his nominees at 
his own discretion. If a member has a family at the time of 
making a nomination, the nomination shall be in favour of 
one or more person belonging to his family. Any nomination 
made by such member in favour of a person not belonging to 
his family shall be invalid. 

c) If at the time of naking a nomination the member has no 
family, the nomination may be in favour of any person ,or 
persons but if the member subsequently acquires a f.imily, 
such nomination shall forthwith be deemed to be invalid and 
the member shall make a fresh nomination in favour of one or 
more persons belonging to his family. 

d) A nomination may at any time be modified by a member after 
giving written notice of his intention of doing so, in the 
prescribed form as shown in Annexure "C". If the nominee 
predeceases the member, the interest of the nominee shall 
revert to the member who may make a fresh nomination in 
respect of such interest. 

e) Where the nomination is wholly or partly in favour of the 
minor, the member shall name the major person of his family 
as defined in Clause (n) of Rule 2, to be the guardian of 
the minor nominee in the event of member predeceasing the 
nominee and the guardians so appointed. 

Provided that where there is no major person in the 
family, the member nay at bis discretion, appoint any other 
person to be a guardian of the minor nominee. 

f) A nomination or its modification shall take effect to the 
extent that it is valid on the date on which it is received 
by the Board of Trustees. 

q) A memher may also provide in a nomination - 

(a) that in the in the event of any specified nominee 
predeceasing the member, the right conferred upon that 
nominee shall pass to such other person or persons as 
nay be specified in the nomination; 

(b) that the nomination shall become invalid in the event 
of the happening of a contingency specified therein. 

10. OONTRTBnTTON BY MEMBERS : 

(a) Every mem tier shall subscribe to the Fund every month a sum 

equal to 10% of the total of his monthly basic pay, DA for 

the time heinq payable to each of the employees or at such 
rates as nay tie determined by the Cliaiman, NDDR from time 
to time, and the employees’ contribution shall be equal to 
the contribution payable by the employer in respect of him. 

(b) Every member contributing to the Provident Fund under sub¬ 
rule (a) herein rray, if he so desires, contribute 
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voluntarily to the Provident Fund an amount exceeding 10% of 
his total monthly basic pay and DA on submission of an 
application in the form set out in Annexure "D" . 

(c) Each monthly contribution to the Fund shall he calculated to 
the nearest ru$ae, 50 paiae or more shall be counted as the 
next higher rupee and any fraction of rupee less than 50 
paise shall be ignored. 

(d) The establishment shall every month deduct from the 
emoluments of the members, such sum as may be required under 
sub-rule (a) & (b) herein and shall transfer not later than 
15th day of the following month to the Board of Trustees. 
The money so deducted shall be credited to the member's 
individual account. 

(e) Mo subscription shall be recovered from an employee for such 
period as he is absent from duties without pay. 

(f) Tn case of an employee required to be a member of the "NDf)R 
Employees Family Pension Scheme" from and out of the 
contri but ions payable by the employer and the employee in 
each month under sub-rule (a) and (b) above, represent.ir>g 
such rate of the employee's pay as the Chairman/Manaqinq 
Director, NDDR may decide alonqwit.h an equivalent amount 
fncm and out of the employer's contribution, shall be 
remitted by the employer to the. Family Pension Fund in the 
manner as may be specified in this behalf by the 
Chairman/Manaqinq Director, NDDR. 

(q) The rate of an employee's pay under sub-rule (a) shall be 
calculated to the nearest rupee; 50 paise and more beinq 
rounded to next hiqher rupee and fraction of rupee less than 
fifty paise should be ignored. 

13 . FMPIDYER'S CONTRTRTnTON TO THE FUND : 

(a) The employer shall not later than the fifteenth day of the 
succeeding month, in respect of each of the members of the 
Hind, pay to the Trustees as employer's contribution to the 
Fund a sum equal to the total of the member's compulsory" 
contribution under Rule 10 (a) hereinbefore, the employer's 
contribution shall be credited to the member's individual 
account. The employer shall not be liable to make any 
contribution in respect of the voluntary contribution, if 
any, made by the member to the Provident Fund under Rule 
10(b) hereinbefore. 

(b) The contributions shall be calculated on the hasis of the 
basic wages, dearness allowance (including the cash value of 
any food concession) and retaining allowance (if any) 
actually drawn during the whole month whether paid on 
weekly, fortnightly or monthly hasis. 

11 A. PAYMENT OF CDNTRTRIfTTOM : 


(i) The employer shall in the first instance pay both the 
employer's contribution payable by himself and the member's 
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contribution of The member employed by him directly or by or 
t hrough a contractor, the contribution payable by such 
member (in the Rules referred to as the member 'r 
contribution). 

(ii) Tn respect of employees employed by or through a 
contractor, the contractor shall recover the contribution 
payable by such employees (in this Rule referred to as the 
member's contribution) and shall pay to the principal 
employer the amount of member's contribution so deducted 
together with an equal amount of contribution (in this Rule 
referred to as the employer's contribution ) and also 
inspection charges. 

(iii) Tt shall he the responsibility of the employer to pay both 
the contributions payable by himself in respect of the 
employees directly employed by him and also in respect of 
the employees employed by or through a contractor and also 
inspection charges. 

] IB. EMPTOYER'S SHARK NOT TO BE DEDUCTED FROM THE MEMBERS : 

Notwithstanding any contract to the contrary the employer shall 
not be entitled to deduct the employers' contribution from the 
wage of a member or otherwise ho recover it from him. 


110. RECOVERY OF A MEMBER'S SHARE OF OCWTRIBUTTON ; 

(i) The amount of member's contribution paid by the employer (or 
a contractor) shall, notwithstanding the provisions in This 
Rule or any law for the time being in force or any contract 
to the contrary,be recoverable by means of deduction from 
the wages of the member and not. otherwise. 

Provided that no such deduction may be made from any wage 
other than that which is paid in respect of the period or 
part, of the period in respect of which the contribution is 
payable. 

Provided further that the employer or contractor shall be 
entitled to recover the employee's share from a wage other 
than that which is paid in respect of the period for which 
the contribution has been made or is payable where the 
employee has in writing given a false declaration at the 
tin*, of "joining service with the employer or a contractor 
that he was not already a member of the Fund. 

provided further that where no such deduction has been made 
on account of an accidental mistake or a clerical error, 
such deduction may,with the consent in writing of the 
Chairman, NDDB, be made from the subsequent wages. 

(i) Deduction nude from the wages of a member paid on 
daily,weekly or fortniqhtly hasis should be totalled up 
to indicate the monthly deductions. 
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(ii) Any aura deducted by an employer or a contractor from 
the wages of an employee under thin Rule shall be 
deemed to have been entrusted to him for the purpose of 
paying the contribution in respect of which it was 
deducted. 

12. MPBER'S ACCOUNT & ANNUAL STATEMENT OF ACCOUNT i 

(1) A separate account shall be maintained for each member 
containing the following details t- 

i) the member's contribution; 

ii) the contributions made by the National Dairy Development 
Board to the member's account; 

iii) the interest or profit accruing to the member's account; 

iv) the advance if any made, to the member out of the Fund; 

' v) the repayments, towards advance made to the member. 

(2) Every member shall be given an Annual Statement of Accounts 
within six months of the close of the year in which particulars 
mentioned hereinabove entered. The details in the Statement 
shall be final and binding on the members. However, errors if 
any in the Statement, shall be notified by the member in writing 
within one month of the receipt of the same upon which the Roan) 
of Trustees may verify and rectify the same. A member of the 
Fund can inspect his account himself or to have the same 
inspected through any authorised person not more than twice a 
year on giving a notice of one week to this effect. 

13. BANKERS OF THE FUND : 


(1.) The Bankers of the Fund shall be the Bank of Baroda, Anand or 
such other scheduled Bank that may be selected by the Board of 
Trustees from time to time and all moneys including employer's 
and employees contribution, shall be paid into the Fund's Raving 
Hank account with the said Bank/Banks. Withdrawals from this 
account shall be by cheques which shall in respect of each 
cheque, be signed by two Trustees, one of whom must be the 
nominee of the President. 

(2) Any two Trustees authorised by the Roard of Trustees, one of 
them being nominee of the President, shall on behalf of the Board 
of Trustees operate the accounts of the Rank and discharge, 
receive or otherwise dispose of as may be necessary Government 
Promissory notes, .Securities, Interest Warranty, etc. relating to 
the Fund and shall on behalf of the Roard reassign to the members 
in accordance with the relevant rules, Life Insurance Policies 
which the members might have assigned to the Roard as security 
for payment of withdrawal from the Fund. 

14. INVESTMENT OF THF, RIND : 

The moneys of the Fund not immediately required by the Roard of 
Trustees shall be invested by the Roard within two weeks from the 
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data of receipt of contribution from the NOOR in aocorance with 
the pattern decided by the Board of Trustees in consultation with 
NIX©, from time to time, so, however, as to ensure safe, proper 
and timely returns to the members. 

15. SALE OF SECURITIES : 

The Board of Trustees may raise such sun or mm of money as may 
be required for the purpose of the Fund by sale of the securities 
standing in the name of the Fund, subject to the prior approval 
of two third majority of the Board of Trustees. 

16. DISTRIBUTION OF PROFITS OF THE FUND ? 

(a) On, or as soon as may be after, the 31st day of March in 
each year, the Board of Trustees shall prepare a Balance 
Sheet and Revenue Account as at the date in respect of the 
preceding twelve months. Tn preparing the Balance Sheet the 
Hoard shall value investments of the Fund according to the 
cost value as on that date. 

(b) The Revenue Account shall be credited with all income 
arising out of the investments of the Fund, all profits, if 
any, arising from sale of securities. 

(c) The Board shall after crediting the Revenue Account as 
stated in clause (b) above, distribute the credit and 
ha lance to the individual accounts of the members at such 
rates as they may determine and in proportion to the total 
amount standing to his credit as on the period of account. 

(d) The Board shall be competent to transfer and make available 
the amount avaj Jable in the Interest Suspense Account for 
the general welfare of the members who are NDDB's enployeea, 
as the Board may deem fit. The amount shall be proportionate 
l-o the contribution of the member. 

(e) (a) Interest shall be credited to members' account on 

monthly running balance hasis with effect from the last 
day in each year in the following manner 

(i) On the amount at the credit of a member on the last day 
of the preceding year, less any stjms withflrawn during 
the current years - interest for 12 months, 

(ii) On sums withdrawn during the current year - interest 
from the beginning of the current year upbo the last 
day of the month preceding the month of withdrawal. 


(iii) On all the s»ms credited to the member's account after' 
the last day of the preceding year - interest from the 
first day of the month succeeding the month of credit 
to the end of current year, 

(iv) The total amount of interest shall be rounded to the 
nearest whole rupee (50 paise countinq as the next 
higher rupee).

(b> Any profits arising from the account of securities 
shall be credited to the interest suspense account. 
The loss arising from the sale of securities shall 
likewise be debited to the Forfeiture account to the 
extent balance is available in that Fund and thereafter 
to the interest suspense account. 

Explanation t In the case of a claim for the refund under Rules 
22 or 23, interest shall be payable upto the end of the month 
preceding the date on which the final payment is authorised 
irrespective of the date of receipt of the claim from the 
claimant concerned.

(f) The Board shall before the close of the financial year, 
declare the rate of interest for the s«jcceedinq year. 

16A. (1) Tn case of transfer of Provident Fund accumulations of final 
settlement of an account interest on the balance standing at 
the credit of the account shall be payable upto the end of 
the month preceding the date on which the transfer of final 
payment is authorised. 

Provided that interest upto and for the current, month sha 11 
he payable on the claims which are authorised on or after 
the 25t.h day of a particular month alongwith actual payment 
after the end of the current month. 


The rate of interest to be allowed for the broken currency 
period shall be the rate declared for the year in which the 
payment is made. 

(2) Tn case of a member coming from other Provident Fund, 
interest on his transferred accumulations is to be credited 


to his account from the beginning of the month in which the 
accumulations are received. 


17. AUDIT OF ACCOUNTS OF 7TTF, FUND : 

(i) The accounts shall be audited yearly by atxlitnr appointed 
by the Board of Trustees for this Fund. A copy of the 
audited annual provident fund accounts shall he submitted to 
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the NDITB within six months after the close of the financial 
year. 

(ii) The accounts of the Provident Fund maintained by the Hoard 
of Trustees shall he subject to audit by qualified 
independent Chartered Accountants annually. 

(iii) The Fund shall vest in the Board of Trustees who will he 
responsible for & accountable to the NDOR inter alia for 
proper accounts of the receipts into and payment from the 
Fund and the balances in their custody. 

18. INSPECTION : 

The Board of Trustees shall afford facilities for inspection of 

the Accounts of the Fund to the NDOR. 


IRA. INTEREST SUSPENSE ACCOUNT : 


All interest, profits from securities and other income realised 
or accrued shall be credited to an account called the "Interest 
Suspense Account". Brokerage and corrmission on the purchase and 
sale of securities and other investments shall be included in the 
jorchase or sale price, as the case may he, and not separately 
charged to the "Interest Suspense Account". 


19. ADVANCES 


19A. FINANCING OF MEMBER'S I.TFE INSURANCE POT.TCTES : 

t) Where a member desires that premium due on a legally 
assignable policy of T.ife Insurance taken by him on his own 
life, or his wife or children should be financed from his 
Provident Fund Account, he may apply in writing for the 
same, provided the premum is payable yearly. On receipt of 
such application the Roard of Trustees may make payment on 
behalf of the. member to the T.ife Insurance Corporation of 
Tndia or any Insurance Company, approved by the Board of 
Trustees, towards premium due on the policy and debited to 
the member's own contribution with interest standing to his 
credit in the Fund. Provided, such contribution is 
sufficient ho pay the premium and where the payment is to lie 
made on the first, premum, sufficient to pay the premium for 
two years. 

Provided that the period of maturity of the Policy shall not 
be less than 10 years. 

2) The Member to wltom the advance has heen granted under this 
Rule, shall assign the Policy to the Board of Trustees and 
during the period of assignment, the Board of Trustees shall 
have full control over the Policy including the amount 
received thereunder, bonus etc., 

3) No Policy in the nature of money hack policy is financed 
under this Rule. 
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4) On rffayment of the advance with interest granted under thiR 
Clause, the Policy shall he raasaignable to the Member. 

19B. WITHDRAWAL FROM THE FUND FOR TOE PURCHASE OF A DWELLING 
HOUSE/FLAT OR FOR TOP. OCNSTRUCTTON OF A DWELLING HOUSE TNCTI1DTNG 
THE ACQUISITION OF A SUITABLE STTE FOR THE PURPOSE 


1) . The Board of Trustees, may on an application from a member 

in such form as may be prescribed and subject to the 
conditions prescribed in this Rule sanction from the amount 
standinq to the credit of the member in the Fund, a 
withdraws 1 - 

a) for purchasing a dwelling house/flat, including a flat in a 
building owned jointly with others, or for constructing a 
dwelling house including the acquisition of a suitable site 
for the purpose of construction of a dwelling house From any 
legal persons/agencies approved by the Board of Trustees. 

b) for the construction of a dwelling house on a site owned by 
the number or the spouse of the member or jointly by the 
member and the spouse or for conpleting/continuinq the* 
construction of a dwelling house already commenced hy the 
rnsnber or the spouse, on such site or for pjrchase of a 
house/flat in the joint name of the member and the spouse 
under clause (a) and <b) ahove. 

2) The amount of withdrawal shall not exceed the member's hasic. 
wages and dearness allowance for thirty six months or the 
number's own share of contributions, together with the 
employer's share of contribution with interest thereon in 
his account in the Fund or the actual cost including 
registration fees towards the acquisition of the dwelling 
site (together with the cost of construction thereon) or the 
purchase of the dwelling house/flat or the construction of 
the dwelling house, whichever is the least. 

3) (a) No withdrawal under this Rule shall he granted unless : 

i) the member has conpleted five year's membership of the 
Fund; 

ii) fbe member's own share of contributions with interest 
thereon in the amount standing to his credit in the Fund is 
not less than ten thousand rupees; 

iii) the dwelling site or the dwelling house/flat or the house 
under construction is free from encumbrances. 

Provided that where a dwelling site or a dwelling house./flat is 
mortgaged to any of the agencies, solely for having obtained 
Funds for the purchase of a dwelling house/flat or for the 
construction of a dwelling house including the acquisition 

of a suitable site for the purpose, such a dwelling site or a 
dwelling house/flat as the case may be shall not be deemed to be 
an enci inhered property : 
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Provided further that a land acquired on a lease for a period of 
not less than 30 years for constructing a dwelling house/flat, or 
a house/flat built on such a leased land, shall also not be 
deemed to be an encunbered property. 

Provided also that where the site of the dwelling houae/flat is 
held in the name of any agency, referred to in clause (a) of sub- 
rule (1) and the allottee is precluded from transferring or 
otherwise disposing of, the house/flat, without the prior 
approval of such agency, the mere fact that the allottee does not 
have absolute right of ownership of the house/flat and the site 
is held in the name of the agency, shall not be a bar to the 
giving of withdrawal under clause (a) of sub-rule (1), if the 
other conditions mentioned in this Rule are satisfied. 

4) Subject to the limitation prescribed in mob-rule (2), 

a) where the withdrawal is for the purchase of a dwelling 
house/flat or a dwelling Hite from an agency referred to in 
clause (a) of sub-rule (1), the payment of withdrawal shall 
not he nude to the member but shal1 he made direct to the 
agency in one or more instalments, as may he authorised by 
the member ; 

b) where the withdrawal is for the construction of a dwelling 
house, it may he sanctioned in such romber of instalments as 
the Board of Trustees thinks fit; 

c) where the withdrawal is for the acquisition of a dwelling 
site for the purpose of construction of a dwelling house 
thereon from any individual or any agency, the amount shall 
be paid in not less than two equal instalments, the first- 
instalment at the time of the acquisition of the dwelling 
site and the remaining at his request at the time of the 
construction of a dwelling house on such dwelling site. 

r>) Where a withdrawal is sanctioned for the construction of a 
dwelling house, the construction shall conmence within six 
months of the withdrawal of the first instalment and shall 
be completed within twelve months of the withdrawal of the 
final instalments. Where the withdrawal is sanctioned for 
the purchase of a dwelling house/flat or for the acquisition 
of a dwelling site, the purchase or acquisition, as the case 
may lie, shall be completed within six monthR of the 
withdrawal of the amount : 

6) An additional withdrawal upho twelve months • hasic wages 
and dearness allowance or the member's own share of 
contributions with interest thereon, in the amount standing 
to his credit in the Fund, whichever is less, may he, granted 
once and in one instalment only, for additions, substantial 
alterations or inprovements necessary to the dwelling house 
owned by the member or by the spouse or jointly by the 
member and the spouse : 

Provided that the withdrawal shall be admissible only after 
a period of five years from the date of completion of the 
dwelling house. 
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6-A) A further withdrawal equivalent to the amount of difference 
between the amount of withdrawal admissible to a member 
under sub-rule (2) above as on the date of fresh application 
and the amount of withdrawal that was drawn by a member 
under this rule any time during 6 years preceding 3.10.81, 
may be granted to such a member (i) who had availed the 
earlier withdrawal for purchase of a dwelling site and has 
now proposed to construct a dwelling house on the land no 
purchased or (ii) who had availed the earlier withdrawal for 
making initial payment towards the al 1 otment/parchase of a 
houae/flat from any agency as referred to in clause (a) -of 
sub-rule (1) above and has now proposed to avail a 
withdrawal for completing the transaction to get the sole 
ownership of the house/flat so purchased or (iii) who had 
availed the earlier withdrawal for construction of a house 
lot could not complete t.he construction in time due to lack 
of Funds. 

7) The member shall produce the title deed and such other 
documents as may be required for inspection which shall bo 
returned to the member after the grant of withdrawal. 

8) a) Tf the withdrawal granted under this Rule exceeds the 

amount actually spent for the purpose for which it was 
sanctioned, the excess amount shall be refunded by the 
member to the Fund in one lump sum within thirty days 
of the finalisation of the purchase, or the completion 
of the construction of, or necessary additions, 
alterations or improvements to a dwelling house, as the 
case may be. The amount so refunded shall be credited 
to the employer's share of contributions in the 
member's account in the Fund to the extent of 
withdrawal granted out of the said share and the 
balance, if any shall be credited to the member's share 
of contribit.ions in his account. 


b) In the event of the member not having been allotted a 
dwelling site/dwel1ing house/flat, or in the event of 
the cancellation of an allotment nude to the member and 
of the refund of the amount by the agency or in the 
event of the member not. being able to acquire the 
dwelling site or to purchase the dwelling house/flat. 
finm any individual or to construct the dwelling house, 
the member shall be liahle to refund to ttie Fund in one 
lump sum and in such manner as may lx* specified by the 
Board of Trustees, the amount of withdrawal remitted 
under this Rule to him or, as the ease may be, to t.he 
agency referred to in clause (a) of sub-rule (1). 

The amount so refunded shall be credited to the employer's 
share of contributions in the member's account in the Fund, 
to the extent of withdrawal granted out of the said share, 
and the. balance if any shall be credited to the member's own 
share of contributions in his account. 
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9) If the Board of Trustees is satisfied that the with!raws 1 
granted under this rule has been utilised for a purpose 
other than that for which it was granted or misused the 
withdrawal granted under this rule, the Board of Trustee 
shall forthwith take steps to recover the amount due with 
penal interest thereon, as may be determined by the Board of 
Trustees, above the rate of interest allowed on the ha lance 
to the credit of the members, from the wages of the member 
in such number of instalments as the Board of Trustees may 
determine. For the purpose of such recovery the Board of 
Trustees may direct the employer to deduct such instalnwntft 
from the wages of the member and on receipt of Such 
direction, the employer shall deduct accordingly. The 
amount so refunded, excluding the penal interest, shall be 
credited to the employer'a share of contributions in the 
member's accxxmt in the Fund to the extent of withdrawal 
granted out of the said share and the halance if any shall 
be credited to the member's own share of contributions in 
his account. The amount of penal interest shall however, be 
credited to the Interest Suspense Account/Revenue Account. 

10) Wliere any withdrawal granted under this rule has been 
misused by the member, no further withdrawal shall be 
granted to him under this rule within a period of three 
years from the date of grant of the said withdrawal or till 
the full recovery of the amount of the said withdrawal, with 
penal interest thereon, whichever is later. 

19C. ADVANCE FROM THE FUND FOR REPAYMENT OF LOANS IN SPECIAL CASES 


1 a) The Board of Trustees may on an application from a rrrmber 
sanction from the amount standing to the credit of the 
member in the Fund, an advance for the repayment, wholly or 
partly of any outstanding principal and interest of a loan 
obtained from a State Government, Co-operative Society, 
Housing Board, Municipal Corporation or a body similar to 
the Delhi Development Authority solely for the purposes 
specified in sub-rule 1 of the rule 19-B. * 

b) The amount of advance shall not exceed the member's basic 
wages and dearness allowance for thirty six months or his 
own share of contributions together with the employer's 
share of contributions, with interest thereon, in the 
menber's account in the Fund or the amount of outstanding 
principal and interest, of the said loan, whichever is least. 

2. No advance shall be sanctioned under this rule unless - 


a) the member has completed five years’ membership of the Fund, 
and 

b) the member's cwn share of contributions, with interest 
thereon, in the amount standing to his credit in the Fund, 
is five thousand n^pees or more; and 
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c) the member produces a certif irate or such other documents, 
aa may be prescribed by the Board of Trustees from such 
aqeney, indicating the particulars of the members, the loan 
granted, the outstanding principal and interest of the loan 
and such other particulars as may be required. 

3. The payment of the advance under this rule shall be made 
direct to such aqeney on receipt of an aut.hori nation from 
the member in such manner as may be specified by the Roard 
of Trustees and in no event the payment shall be made to the 
member. 

19D. ADVANCE FROM THE FUND FOR TT,TWEES TN CERTAIN CARER 


1. A member may be allowed non-refundable advance from his 
account in the Fimd for the treatment of himself or his 
family member, in case of : 

a. hospitalisation lasting for 10 days or more, or 

b. major surgical operation in a hospital, or 

c. suffering from T.R., leprosy, paralysis, Aids, cancer, 
mental derangement., kidney ailment or heart a i Invent ami 
having been granted leave by his employer for treatment, of 
the said illness. 

2. The advance shall be granted if a doctor of the hospital 
certifies that a surgical operation or, as the case may be, 
hospitalisation for 10 days or more had or has become 
necessary (or a registered medical practitioner, or in the 
case of mental derangement or heart ailment, a specialist 
certifies that the member is suffering from T.R., leprosy, 
paralysis, cancer, aids, mental derangement, or heart ailment 
or kidney ailment. 

Provided that no such advance shall be granted to a member 
unless he has produced a certificate from a doctor of the 
hospital to the satisfaction of the Roard of Trustees. 

3. The amount advanced under this rule shall not exceed the 
member's basic wageR and dearness allowance for six months 
or his own share of contribution with interest in the Fund, 
whichever is less. 

19E. ADVANCE FROM THE FUND FOR MARRTARFR OR POST MATRTCUTATTQN 

EDUCATION OF SELF K CHTTDRFN 


1. The Roard of Trustees nwy on an application from a member, 
authorise payment to him or her of a non-refundable advance 
from bis or her Provident Fund account not exceeding fifty 
percent of his or her cvm share of contribution with 
interest thereon, standing to his/her credit in the Fund, on 
the date of such authorisation, for his or his/her own 
marriage, the. marriage of his or her daughter, son, sister 
or brother or for the post-matriculation education, or 
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vocational courses beyond the High School stage, of his or 
her son or daughter or his own post matriculation education 
which he has been permitted to undertake by the employer. 

2. No advance under this rule shall be sanctioned to a member 
unless - 

a. he has completed five years' membership of the Fund; and 

b. the amount of his own share of contributions with interest 
thereon standing to his credit in the Fund is rupees five 
thousand or more. 

3. Not more than three advances shall be admissible to a member 
under this rule. 

19F. GRANT OF ADVANCES TN ABNORMAL OONDITTONB 


1. The Board of Trustees may, on an application from a member 
whose property, movable or immovable, has been damaged by a 
calamity of exceptional nature, such as floods, earthguakes 
or riots, authorise payment to him from the Provident Fund 
account, a non-refundable advance, of rupees ten thousand 
or fifty per cent of his own total contributions including 
interest thereon standing to his credit on the date of such 
authorisation, whichever is less, to meet any unforeseen 
expenditure. 

2. No advance under sub-rule (1) shall be paid unless - 

i) the State Government has declared that the calamity has 
affected the general public in the area; 

ii) the member produces a certificate from an appropriate 
authority to the effect that his property (movable or 
immovable) has been damaged as a result of the calamity; and 

iii) the application for advance is made within a period of 4 
months from the date of declaration referred to in suh-rule(i) 

19G. GRANT OF ADVANCE TO MFMBERR WHO ARF, PHYSTCAT,T,Y HANDICAPPED 


1. A member, who is physically handicapped, may be allowed a 
non-refundable advance from his account in the Fund, for 
purchasing an equipment required to minimise the. hardship on 
account of handicap. 

2. No advance under sub-rule (1) shall be paid unless the 
member produces a medical certificate from a competent 
medical practitioner to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Trustees to the effect that he is physically handicapped. 

3. The amount advanced under this rule shall not exceed the 
members' basic wages and dearness allowance for twelve 
months or his own share of contributions with interest 
thereon or the cost of the equipment, whichever is the 
least. 
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4. No second advance under this rule shall be allowed within a 
period of three years from the date of payment of an advance 
allowed under this rule. 

19H. GRANT OF ADVANCE TO MFMBFRS FttR SELF-EMPTjOYMFT'JT OF CHIIflRE N 

1. A member may be allowed non-refundable advance from his account 
in the fund for the purpose of se 1 f-errployment of his unmarried 
son or unmarried dauqhter. 

2. The amount of advance shall not exceed the member's basic waqes 

and dearness allowance for twelve months or Rh.25,000/-, 

whichever is least. 

2. No advance shall be sanctioned under this rule unless 

(a) the member has conpleted 5 years membership of the fund, ami 

(b) the member produces a certificate or such other documents, 
as may be prescribed by the Roard of Trustees indicatinq 
nature of employment, utilisation of advance and such other 
particulars afl may be required. 

1.91 WITHDRAWAL WTTHTN ONE YEAR REFORE RETIREMENT 


The Board of Trustees may permit at any time after 
attainment of the aqe of 54 years by the member or within 
one year before his actual retirement on superannuation, 
whichever is later, the withdrawal of upto 90% of the amount 
standing at the credit of the member. 

ISJ. GRANT OF ADVANCE TO MAKE PAYMENT TO POST RETIREMENT BENEFIT 
SCHEME 


A member who has completed 10 years of membership may be 
permitted to withdraw upto 50% of the balance of his own 
contribution to make payment to post retirement benefit scheme 
for self and spouse framed by any public sector financial 
instituion/nationalised hank. 

19k. COMPUTATION OF PERIOD OF MEMBERSHIP 


Tn compjtinq the period of membership of the Fund of a member 
under rules 19-R, 19-C, 19-n, 19-E and 19-F, his total service 
exclusive of periods of breaks under the same employer or other 
establishment before the Fund came into existence as well as the 
period of his membership, whether of the Employees' Provident- 
Fund established under the EPF Scheme, 1952 or private provident 
Funds exempted under the Section 17(1) of the Employees' 
Provident Fund P Misc. Provisions Act, 1952 or Paragraphs 27 or 
27-A of Employees' Provident Fund Scheny*, as the rase may be, 
irrtnediately preceding the current membership of the Fund, shall 
be included : 

Provided that he has not severed his membership by withdrawal of 
his Provident - . Fund during such period. 
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20, TFWPORARY WTTHDRAWATS 


Temporary withdrawals may be allowed by the Hoard in the 
following mrminstances on production of such proof as the 
Trustees ray require. 


1) a) to pay expenses incurred in connection with the illness 
of the employee or a memher of his family; 


b) to meet the cost of higher education, including, where 
necessary, the travelling expenses of any child of the 
enployee actually dependent on him in the following 
cases; namely; 

i. education outside India for. academic, technical 
professional or vocational courses beyond the High 
■School stage, and 

ii. any medical, engineering or other professional, 
technical, vocational or specialised course in India 
beyond the High School stage, provided that the course 
or study is for not less than two years; 

c) to pay expenses in connection with marriages, funerals 
or ceremonies, which by the religion of the employee it 
is incumbent upon him to perform. 


Note 


For the purposes of Rub-rule (1), "Family", means any of the 
following persons who are wholly dependent on the employee, 
namely - the employee's wife, legitimate children, step-children, 
parents, unmarried sisters and minor hrothers.

Six months' basic wages and DearnesH 
Allowance or half of the members' 
contribution with interest thereon, 
whichever is less. 


Lii) The amount withdrawn shall be repaid in 24 to 48 instalments 
with such interest and in such manner as the Roard may 
determine from time to time. 


iv) Interest earned on refundable advance shall he credited to 
'interest suspense account.' 
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vi) The NTOB shall recover the instalments of advance and 
interest, from the member's wages and pay them to the Fund. 
The recovery of advance shall corrmence on the first occasion 
after advance is n«de on which the member's pay for a full 
month is drawn irrespective of whether the ha lance is or is 
not claimed by him. 

vii) A withdrawal under Rule 20 shall be treated as tensorary 
reduction in the memher's halance and recoveries made tinder 
sub-clauses (iv) & (v), shall be credited, as they are made, 
to the memher's account. 

3) SECOND WITHDRAWAL 

A second withdrawal shall not be permitted until the sum 
first withdrawn has been fully repaid. 

Provided that President may for special reasons permit a 
second withdrawal after at least half of the sum first 
withdrawn has been repaid. Tn such a case, the unpaid 
amount of the sum first withdrawn shall be recovered from 
the second withdrawal so permitted. 

4) UTILISATION OF AMOUNT WITHDRAWN 

i. A member who has withdrawn any advance according to 
the provisions shall furnish such proof of having 
actually spent the amount for the purpose for which it 
was sanctioned as may he required by the President 
within two months of the date of withdrawal of the 
advance. 

ii. Tf the amount withdrawn is not utilised for the 
specified pirpose, then the Secretary shall with the 
prior approval of the President order the recovery of 
the amount withdrawn in one or more instalments with 
interest from the pay of the member to he credited to 
the member's account. 

iii. Tn case interest is recovered at penal rate on 

unuhilised non-refundable withdrawals, the normal 

interest shall be paid to the members' account and the 
penal interest at the rate of 2% shall be credited ho 
the interest, suspense accounts. 

21. PAYMENT FROM FUND TO MEMRFRS OR THFTR RKPRFRFOTATTVFS : 


Except as by these rules expressly provided no memher nor any 
person or persons on his behalf or in respect of his interest in 
the.. Fund or assets thereof, shall he entitled to claim any 
payment of money to him or them. 

22. PROHIBITION AGAINST TRANSFERS AND ASSIGNMENTS : 

No member shall transfer or assign whether by way of security or 
otherwise his interest or any part, thereof in the moneys lying 
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to his credit in the Fund and no such transfer or assignment 
sha 11 be va 1 id. 

22A. FTNAT, WITHDRAWAL FROM THE RIND : 


Ciroumstanc.es in which accumulations in the fund are payable to 
member. 

1) A member may withdraw the full amount standing to his credit 

in the Fund - 

(a) On retirement from service after attaining the age of 
58 years. 

Provided that a member, who has not attained the age of 
58 years at the time of termination of his service, 
shall also be entitled to withdraw the full amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund if he attains the 
age of 55 years before the payment is author!sed. 

(b) On retirement on account of permanent and total 
incapacity for work due to bodily or rental infirmity 
duly certified by the medical officer of the 
NDDB or where it has no regular medical, officer, by a 
registered medical practitioner designated by the 
establ ishment.. 

(c) Immediately before migration from Tndia for permanent 
settlement abroad or of taking employment abroad. 

(d) On termination of service in the case of mass or 
individual retrenchment/ 


(e) On termination of service under a voluntary Scheme of 
retirement framed by the employer and the employees 
under a mutual agreement specifying, inte*—alia, that 
notwithstanding the provisions contained in sub-clause 
(a) of clause (on) of .Section 2 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, excluding voluntary retirements 
from the scope of definition of 'retrenchment' such 
voluntary retirement shall for the purpose tie treated 
as retrenchment by mihual consent of the parties. 

2) The Board of Trustees nay permit a member to withdraw the 
full amount standing to his credit in the Fund on ceasing to 
be an employee of NDDR provided that he has not tieen 
eiiployed in any factory or other establishment to which the 
.Scheme applies for a continuous period of not less than two 
months i Timed i a tel y preceding the data on which he makes an 
application for withdrawal. The requirement of two months 
waiting pieriod shall not, however, apply in eases of female 
members resigning from the services of the establishment for 
the purpose of getting married. 
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23. PAYMRNTTS 


(1) When the amount standinq to the credit of a member becomes 

payable, it shall be the duty of the Roard of Trustees to 
nake pronjat payment as provided in this rule. He shall 
close the account of the member and qive notice in writinq 
1x> the person to whom the amount is payable, specifyinq the 
amount and tenderinq payment thereof. Tn case there is no 
nominee in accordance with this rule or there is no person 
entitled to receive such amount under Rule 23 (b), the Board 
of Trustees may, if the amount to the credit of the Fund 
does not exceed Rs. 20,000/- and if satisfied after enquiry 
about the title of the claimant, pay such amount to the 
claimant. 

(2) Tf any portion of the amount which has become payable is in 
dispute or doubt, the Board of Trustees shall make prompt 
payrrent of that portion of the amount in reqard to which 
there is no dispute or doubt, the la 1 anee heinq adjusted as 
soon as may be possible. 

(3) Tf the person to whom any amount is to be paid under these 

rules is a lunatic for whose Fstate Manager under the Tndian 
Lunancy Act, 1912 (4 of 1912) has been appointed, the 

payment shall be made to such Manager. Tf no such Manager 
has been appointed, the payment shall be made to the natural 
guardian of the lunatic and in the absence of any such 
natural guardian, such person as the officials authorised to 
make the payment (where the amount does not exceed 
Rs.20,000/-) or the Chairman of the Roard of Trustees (if 
the amount exceeds Rs.20,000/-) considers to be the proper 
person representing the lunatic and the receipt of such 
person for the amount paid shall be a sufficient discharge 
thereof. 

(4) . If the person to whom any amount is to he paid under this 

rule is a minor for whose estate a guardian under the 
Qiardians and Wards Act, 1890 (8 of 1890), has leert 
appointed, the payment shall be made to such guardian. Where 
no guardian under the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 has leen 
appointed, the payment shall be made to the guardian, if 
any, appointed under sub-rule (e) of Rule 9. Where no 
guardian under the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 (8 of 1890) 
or under sub-rule (e) of Rule 9 has been appointed, the 
payment shall be made to the natural guardian and in the 
absence of a natural guardian, to such person as the 
officials authorised tn make payment, (where the amount does 
not exceed Ra. 20,000/-) or the President) of the Board of 
Trustees, (if the amount exceeds Rs. 20,000/-) considers to 
be the proper person representing the minor and the receipt 
of such person for the, amount paid shall be a sufficient 
discharge thereof. 

(1) Tf it is brought to the notice of the Board of Trustees that 
a posthumous child is to lie horn to the deceased member he 
shall retain the amount which will be, due to the. child in 
the event of its being horn alive and distribute the 
balance. Tf subsequently no child is bom or the child is 
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still born, the amount retained aha11 be distributed in 
accordance with the provisions laid dcwn under Rule 23. 

(6) i) Supplementary contribution from the employer in respect 
of leave wages/arrears of pay, instalment of arrear 
contribution received in respect of a number whose claim has 
been settled on account but which could not be remitted for 
want, of latest address; or 

ii) Accinmlation in reRpect of any member who has either 
ceased to be employed or died, but no claim has been 
preferred within a period of three years from the date it 
becomes payable, or if any amount remitted to a person, is 
received back undelivered, and it is not claimed again 
within a period of three years from the date it becomes 
payable, shall be transferred to an account to be called the 
"Unclaimed Deposits Accounts". 

Provided that in the case of a claim for the payment of the 
said balance, the amount shall he paid by dehiting the 
"Unclaimed Deposits Accounts". 

23A. PAYMENT ON DFATH OF MFMRERS : 


On the death of a member before the amount standing to bis credit 
has become payable, or where the amount has become payable before 
payment has been made: 

(a) If a nomination made by the number in accordance with Rule 
9 subsists, the amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
or that F«rt thereof to which the nomination relates shall 
become payable to his nominee or nominees in accordance with 
such nomination; or 

(b) Tf no nomination subsists or if the nomination relates only 
to a part of the amount standing to his credit in the Fund, 
the whole amount or the Part thereof to which the nomination 
does not relate as the case may be, shall become payable l.o 
the members of his family in equal shares. 

Provided that no share shall be payable to - 

i) Rons who have attained majority; 

ii) .Sons of a deceased son who have attained majority; 

iii) Married daughters whose husbands are alive; 

iv) Married daughters of a deceased son whose husbands are alive. 

Tf there is any member of the family other than those specified 
in clause (i), (ii), (iii) and (iv): 

Provided further that the widow or widows, and the child or 
children of a deceased son shall receive hetween them in equal 
parts only the share which that son would have received if he had 
survived the member and had not attained the age of ma jority ai. 
the time of the member's death. 
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(c) Tn any case, to which the provisions of Clausen (a) and <b) 
do not apply the whole amount shall be payable to the person 
legally entitled to it. 

Explanation 

For the purpose of this Rule a member's posthixnous child, if horn 
alive, shall be treated in the same way aR a surviving child bom 
before the member's death. 


24. OTTIiIRATTON OF THE FORFEITED AMDOWT T.YTNG TN TRE FUND : 


(1) Amount forfeited to the Fund may be utilised for the following 
purpose*) : - 

(a) maintaining a higher rate of interest on the member's 
account at least at par with the rate of intereHt declared 
by the Government of India in reRpect of unexempted 
establ i abment;

(c) making good the capital loss to the Fund on account of 
pirchase/sale/redemption of securities;

Provided that where the Provident Fund amount payable by 
postal money order exceeds Rs. 500/- it shall be remitted 
at the cost of payee.

(2) Death Relief Fund shall he created by transferring to it a part 
from the forfeited amount.

iii) by depositing in the payee's name the whole or part of 
the amount in the form of annuity term deposit scheme 
in any nationalised hankR; or 
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iv) through the wiployer; or

"Provided that, when* the Provident Fund amount, payahle by 
poeta! money order exneeds Rs. Pi00/— it shall be remitted 
at the cost of payee" 1 . 

25. TNfXME TAX DEDUCTION 


The \9oard of Trustees or any person authorised by it shall deduct 
Tncorroe Tax as per provisions of Chapter XVTT R of the Income Tax 
Act, from the payment of aocimilated balance due to the members 
which is not exempted from it and is liable to he included in 
total i noome as provided under Rule fi or If) of Part A of the 4th 
Schedule of the Income Tax Act. 

?6. PROTECTION AGATNHT ATTACHMENT : 


(1) The amount istanding to the credit of any member in the Fund shall 
not in any vuay he capable of being assigned or charged and shal 1 
not be liable to attachment under any Decree or Order of any 
Court in resident of arny debt or liability incurred by the member 
and neither the Official Assignees appointed under the Presidency 
Towns Insolvency Act,., 1909 nor any Receiver appointed under the 
Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920 shall be entitled to, or have any 
claim on any such amount; 

(2) Any amount standinq to the credit of a member in the Fund at the 
time of bis death and payable to his nominee under this rules 
shall, subject to any deduction authorised by the said rules, 
vest in the nominee a.nd shall he free from any debt: or other 
liability incurred by the deceased or the nominee before the 
death of the member. 

(1,1 The biff) 1 oyer shall take suitable insurance of the Fund to make 
qood any loss that may be caused due 1o theft, burglary, 
defalcation, misappropriation or any other reason, 

27. ALTERATIONS OR AMENDMENTS IN THE RTJT.ES : 


This Scheme shall not be altered or amended except with the 
previous approval the Board of Directors of NDDR. 

28. TRANSFER OF PF ACCUMUTATTONS TO OTHER PROVIDENT FUNDS : 


(1) Where an employee leaves his employment and obtains re-employment 
jn another establishment which has a Provident Fund Scheme, the 
amount of accumulation to the credit of his account in the 
Provident Fund of the establishment in which he is re-employed, 
if the employee so desires and the rules in relation to that 
Provident Fund permit such transfer. 
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(2) Where an employee joins the NDDB, the Roard of Trustees shall 
aeeept the amount of accumulations to the credit of such employee 
in the Provident Fund of the establishment left: by him, if the 
etgoloyee so desires and the rules in relation im such Provident 
Fund permit such transfer.

The Board of Trustees, may, from time to time, make orders 
spelling out quidelines on matters on whioh the norms and details 
have to he spelt out and every such norm or guideline shall be 
deemed to be part, of these, regulations. 

30. RFTAXATTON UNDER SPFCTAL CTRCllMBTANCKS 

The President may where he is satisfied that the application of 
any rule will cause undue hardship, having regard to the 
cirrarnistances of any particular case, relex or modify any rule in 
respect of any member or class of member. 

31. TITTER PR FTATTON 


Tf any question of interpretation or doubt arises in relation to 
this Scheme, the matter shall be referred to the President whose 
decision shall he final and binding.

THE NATIONAL DAIRY DEVELOPMENT BOARD WORKMEN (CONDUCT, DISCIPLINE AND APPEAL) 

(AMENDMENT) REGULATIONS, 1995 

No. DEL : NDDB —In the exercise of the powers conferred by Section 48 of the National Dairy Development Board 
Act, 1987 (3 7 of 1987) and of all other powers enabling them in that behalf, the Board of Directors hereby make the following 
amendments, namely: 

1. Short title and Commenement: 

(1) These regulations may be called the National Dairy Development Board Workmen (Conduct,Diciplinc and 
Appeal) (Amendment) Regulations, 1995. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in these regulations, the provisions, thereof shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. Amendments to the National Dairy Development Board, Workmen (Conduct, Discipline and Appeal) Regu¬ 
lations, 1988: 

(1) The clause (d) of Regulation 4 shall be deleted. 

(2) In clause (e) of regulation 4, the following explanation shall be added, namely: 

''Explanation : A workman who habitually fails to perform a task assigned to him within the time set for the 
purpose and with the quality of performance expected of him shall be deemed to be lacking in devotion to duty 
within the meaning of sub-regulations (b) and (e)”, 

(3) Sub-regulation (4) of Regulation 9,shall be deleted and the following shall be substituted, namely : 

“In case an appeal is preferred, the Chairman shall consider whether the consequences imposed are excessive 
or inadequate and pass appropriate orders as far as possible, within 90 days of the date of appeal, confirming, 
modifying or setting aside the orders passed by the Managing Director with such direction as he may deem fit 
and every such order shall be final”. 

(4) In sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 23, for the words “rupees five thousand”, the words “rupees ten thousand" 
may be substituted.. 

(5) In sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 23, for the words “rupees five hundred”, the words "rupees two thousand 
five hundred” may be substituted. 

(6) In clause (c) of sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 35, “with or” shall be deleted, The words “for a maximum 
period of five years" shall be added after the words "cumulative effect”. 
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(7) In clause (d) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 35, the words “for a maximum period of three years;” may be 
added after the words “withholding of promotion”; 

(8) Clause (a) of sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 35, shall be deleted. 

(9) In sub-regulation (2) of the Regulation 35, the clause (b) shall be renumbered as clause (c), clause (c) shall be 
renumbered as clause (d) and clause (d) shall be renumbered as clause (e). 

(10) In sub-regulation (2) of the Regulation 35, the following clause (a) shall be added : 

“(a) withholding of increments with cumulative effect for a maximum period of five years". 

(11) In sub-regulation (2) of the Regulation 35, the following clause (b) shall be added; 

“(b) reduction to lower service or post not exceeding the next lower stage, or to a lower payscale not exceeding 
the next lower pay scale, or to a lower stage in a payscale not exceeding the next three lower stages in payscale; 

(12) The following proviso may be added after clause (b) of sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 35, namely ; 
“Provided ti>at the order of reduction shall specify whether the workmen will or will not earn increments 
during the period of reduction and whether the reduction will or will not have the effect of postponing the 
future increments of his pay.” 

(13) In Regulation 40, the word “who” shall be deleted after the words “workman concerned” and the following 
words shall be inserted, namely : 

“as far as possible within a period of six months of receipt of enquiry report, by the disciplinary authority and 

he” 

(14) In sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 43, the following proviso may be added: 

“Provided that the appellate authority may entertain the appeal after the expiry of the said period if it is satisfied 
that the appellant had sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal in time.” 

(15) The following Regulations may be inserted after Regulation 43, thus: 

“43 A Form and content of appeal:—(1) Every membet preferring an appeal shall do so separately and in his 
own name. 

(2) Every appeal preferred under these rules shall be addressed to the appellate authority and shall— 

(a) contain all material statements and arguments relied on by the appellant. 

(b) contain no disrespectful or improper language; and 

(c) be complete in itself. 

43B Circumstances in which appeal may be withheld. 

(1) The disciplinary authority from whose order an appeal is preferred may withhold the appeal if— 

(a) it is an appeal in a case in which under these Rules, there is no appeal, or 

(b) it does not comply within the provisions of regulation 43 A, or 

(c) it is not preferred within the period specified in Regulation 43(2) and no reasonable cause is shown for the 
delay, or 

(d) it is repetition of a previous appeal which has already been decided and no new facts or circumstances are 
adduced which afford grounds for a reconsideration of the case. 

(2) In every case in which an appeal is withheld, the appellant shall be informed of the fact and the reasons therefor. 

(3) An appeal withheld on account only of failure to comply with the provisions of regulations 43 A tnay be resub¬ 
mitted at any time within one month of the date on which the appellant has been informed of the withholding 
of the appeal, and, if resubmitted in a form which complies with the said provisions, it shall not be withheld, 
43C. Appellate authority may call for any appeal withheld. 

The appellate authority may call for any appeal which has been withheld under Rule 43B and deal with it in the 
manner laid down under regulation 43 and pass such orders thereon as it thinks fit". 

(16) In regulation 44, the following words “or on an application from the workman concerned” shall be inserted 
after the words “on its own motion".
